DON’T GUOTE ME... 
Channel tries harder 
with media guru’s help

evening news Channel has 
been markedly different from its com- 
mercial competitors since Boston Broad- 
casters took control the station five 
years ago under the banner con- 
trol and community service. Anchor peo- 
ple not joke with each other after 
every story Channel reporters 
not read stories while driving cars sit- 
ting machines; news pro- 
graming concentrates real news. 

For its pains, WCVB news has been re- 
warded with secure grip second place 
among the three commercial Boston sta- 
tions, terms the business’s mea- 
sures audiences. But with Channel 
(the perennial loser ratings) heginning 
put together credible reporting team 
and wth WBZ apparently trying 
moderate its giddy approach news, the 
folks WCVB may finally starting 
wonder whether isn’t time for change. 
While the station likes think itself 
above the crasser considerations, the 
amount money made from 
higher news rating considerable that 
cannot ignored forever. 

the tone for Channel news 
has been the job news director Jim 
Thistle, solid and respected profession- 
who prefers avoid flashy personal- 
ities and news. After arriv- 


ing WCVB, hired several his old 
colleagues from WBZ-TV, including 
Gene Pell and Clark Booth, and has re- 
portedly declined network jobs more than 
once. Over the years, Thistle has been al- 
lowed his way without interference 
from general manager Bob Bennett, who 
was one the pioneers ‘‘happy news” 
during his terms Washing- 
ton and WNEW New York.

Ordering the courts: The legislature 


and the Cox Committee report

the centralized control over the 
courts troika comprising the chief 
justices the Supreme, Superior and 
District Courts; and put the day-to-day 
administration the system the hands 
single individual appointed and 
responsible the troika. 

The goals were equally simple. These 
steps, the majority Cox Committee 
members agreed, would give the central- 
ized court administration the flexibility 
speed the judicial process through as- 
signment judges and movement 
cases. Standardizing personnel pro- 
cedures would reduce waste and corrup- 
tion. And the case the state’s no- 
torious delay between the entry cases 
and trial (up five-and-a-half years for 
civil suit and six months for criminal 
case), the rationale for change was clear. 


ust obvious were the reasons for the 
working poorly. Some judges 
sat with light caseloads and 
could make the golf courses early 
afternoon, while less fortunate ones could 
work around the clock without.clearing 
crowded docket. Yet without centralized 
administration, the movement judges 
relieve overburdened colleagues was 
impossible. Costs, meanwhile, have con- 
tinued rise, largely because the con- 
venient and self-serving 
which political baronies and the legisla- 
ture staffed and financed the courts.

Borscht (80 
cents cup) was inoffensive beet 
soup little special character, 
garnished with nice dollop 
sour cream. 

Reuben sandwich, fairly 
thick combination dry ingre- 
dients served damp pumper- 
nickel, was poor version this 
standard. 

Corned beef and potato pan- 
cakes ($3.95) included massive 
portion thickly sliced New 
York-style corned beef that was 
chewy almost the point 
being springy; was, however, 
freshly carved and hot. The pan- 
cakes had redeeming value 
heavy ovals overcooked, har- 
dened crust with tasteless interior. 

The Backstage Combination 
platter ($4.95) included slices 
good, spicy pastrami; large, 
boring, underflavored frankfur- 
ter; stuffed cabbage filled with 
tired mixture rice and ground 
beef but accompanied flavor- 
ful tomato sauce; unexceptional 
kishkes (stuffed derma); and 
good meat knish that was rela- 
tively light and benefited from 
the gravy served the side. 

The same items were included 
the Premier Gesmach ($5.95), 
with the addition that springy 
corned beef and two slices ra- 
ther dry brisket, which gained 
immeasurably flavor and effect 
from the addition the afore- 
mentioned gravy. Both combina- 
tion platters came with stan- 
dard mixed salad. 

tried three pastry items 
chocolate eclair (95 cents), apple 
strudel (95 cents) and plain cheese 
pie ($1.45), and these only the 
eclair had anything about 
recommend. The pastry was thick 
and heavy, but the filling worked 
nicely with the sweet chocolate 
coating. The strudel was dry 
and confectionery-sweet, 
the cheese pie was close flavor- 
less. 

located near the 
foot Heartbreak Hill the 
Boston Marathon course, spe- 
cializes take-out trade but pro- 
vides seating for about dozen 
tables and small counter.

Saltier lox also available 
the same price; either one can 
had bagel, lox and cream 
cheese combination for cents. 

special, marinated 
spinach salad ($1.09 pint), not 
for the faint heart. Spinach 
leaves and onion slices are mari- 
nated garlic, olive oil and sea- 
sonings until explosive point 
achieved. Interesting, and good

Chopped chicken liver ($3.49 
pound) included bit chopped 
egg and proper proportion 
onion.

Potato salad (50 cents) in- 
cluded thick pieces firm po- 
tato unusual, slightly acidic 
dressing that was more interes- 
ting than your usual mayon- 
naise. was potato salad 
more charcter than you usually 
get. Cole slaw (50 cents serving) 
was too wet, almost drowned 
dressing that was boringly sweet 
and sour. 

three-bean salad (50 cents) 
also available cents pound, 
are potato salad, macaroni 
salad and the cole slaw. It’s worth 
trying, for kidney, green and wax 
beans are mixed with red and 
green pepper and carrot sweet 
and sour dressing that works well 
with this combination. 

large slice cheesecake ($1) 
had thick, putty-like filling that 
proved nicely flavored, not 
cloyingly sweet.

Parsley, sage 
rosemary and thyme

surprising that don’t 
know more about those beauti- 
fully scented fresh herbs whose 
oils can aid our circulation and 
digestion while minerals 
build our bones. The various 
benefits herbs are closely 
tied superstitions and folklore 
that difficult understand 
which ones will really what, 
and how their powers were dis- 
covered. Their healing properties 
are taken quite seriously, how- 
ever, much that most herb 
books carry disclaimers warn 
the reader that their medical 
information not intended re- 
place the services phyiscian. 

Only dozen herbs are regu- 
larly used cooking, and the 
recipes that follow call for the 
ones have seen around recently. 
general, use about three times 
more fresh herb than dried the 
latter have stronger, harsher 
flavor and should added care- 
fully. Bottles cans dusty 
gray powder are really not 
much, especially after sitting for 
few years. Dried herbs should 
purchased very small quantity 
(this not the occasion econo- 
mize) and stored cool dark 
cupboard. 

Fresh herbs will grow the 
window sill all year they have 
warm sunny spot, and the nur- 
sery where you buy them can give 
you replanting instructions. 
you rely the markets, you can 
get the harvested plants right 
until the first frost. 


Basil 

Basil called the king herbs 
not only because its Greek name 
Basileus 
because its ability dominate 
other strong ingredients such 
onions and garlic. Sweet basil 
goes into many tomato sauces and 
soups, and used some Italian 
sausages.

The curly cabbage called savoy 
one the main ingredients 
this soup; its leaves are milder 
than those white cabbage and 
will not overpower the other 
vegetables.

Return the soup boil, add 
the drained beans, set the lid 
some steam can escape from one 
side, and simmer the soup gently 
for two-and-a-half three hours 
until the beans are tender. 

Stir the contents the pot 
from time time and add more 
water the liquid evaporates too 
much, but the soup should 
very thick with concentrated 
flavor. 

Ladle into bowls and sprinkle 
each one with some Parmesan 
cheese.

How not lose 


through intimidation

don’t know why don’t treat wine 
the way treat other food. The maze 
funny laws and rigid, pompous customs 
makes more expensive and harder get 
than ought be, and after ac- 
quired, may not simple matter 
relax and enjoy it. should simple 
Massachusetts, for have wide var- 
iety excellent wines brought from all 
the major producing areas and have 
not yet been cursed with the manifold 
evils constricting state contral seen 
New Hampshire, Pennsylvania, and 
Quebec. Some the problems are our 
own making: practice wine snob- 
bery, reverse snobbery, both; al- 
low ourselves intimidated pre- 
tentious, often self-appointed, experts; 
sometimes intimidate ourselves. 

would like discuss this column 
own self-appointed views some 
the goings-on, surrounding the ordering 
and drinking wine restaurants, 
adventure that should easy pleas- 
ure but which too often winds ex- 
pensive, awkward trauma. 

One the nicest arrangements, es- 
pecially you have general idea what 
you will eat, bring your own: you 
then have your disposal the entire Bos- 
ton retail wine market and can avoid the 
pain the price escalation. 
Unfortunately, there are few unlicensed 
restaurants which one can come vin- 
ously forearmed, treasure them. 
alternative, for special events, you can ar- 
range bring your own particular 
wine not carried restaurant with 
license. these cases, corkage fee us- 
ually will charged, sometimes reason- 
able, occasionally exorbitant. 

restaurants with liquor licenses, 
cocktail order commonly solicited 
soon decency permits. You may not 
want one for number reasons: you 
had the foresight have drink before 
you left home, cocktails add too much 
the cost the food and wine, they add 
too much alcohol, they dull your palate 
well your brain all the above. 
request the wine list this point. gives 
sufficient time decide upon and 
order and have the wine made ready 
that will arrive with the food, not half- 
way through the meal. 

Most the time choose food 
first, and then wine suit it. There are 
hard-and-fast rules, only venerable 

practices that are basically sound. Dry 
near-dry still wines are usually best with 
meals. Other kinds may pleasant 


aperitifs, with dessert, for sipping. 
Whites well with seafood, light fowl, 
and light meats; reds with full-flavored 
birds, lamb, beef, and many pastas. For 
foods like chicken and perhaps pork and 
veal, which may both ways, the meth- 
sauce may determine the color the 
wine. Taste little your mind’s mouth 
and conjure the wine that fits. 
strong-flavored brown tomato-based 
sauce will generally better with red, 
will stewed potted dish that pro- 
duces dark heavy sauce. The more 
delicate, white sauces are complemented 
whites. And for wine-based sauce, 
the same type wine for drinking would 
appropriate. seldom find pink wines 
adequate compromises they are 
often cloying and nondescript. Spark- 
ling whites seem most suitable for toasts 
and aperitifs. don’t like think 
about sparkling red wines never 
met one could face second time. 
Now study the wine list. Make 
sure that not been given the brief, 
limited, high-profit, simple-service list 
(which sometimes part the food 
menu) but that you have opportunity 
evaluate the total resources the 


place. The wines will arranged 


list logical categories, usually order 
ascending price. Unfortunately, im- 


portant information often left out, such 


vintage. For example, famous and 
costly wine, Chateau Lafite-Rothschild, 
may listed interesting price, only 
bottle best left undrunk any price. 
Omissions this sort are inexcusable 
any wine list. Another common failure 
the absence the name the wine-mak- 
shipper; these are paramount im- 
portance most wines other than chat- 
eau-bottled Bordeaux. And beware the 
list that all one shipper’s wines, com- 
monly Cruse. Not much savor here. 
may easy for the restaurant stock 
this way, but single shipper can 
all well. Too bad that some places con- 
sider wine bother or, best, just an- 
other item add the check. amazes 
that some the same people who 
take great pains with food purchasing, 
preparation and serving never give the 
accompanying beverages second 
thought. missing lot, and are 
their patrons.

The question advice from 
the establishment difficult 
one.

Many 
have something learn 
from many them, and would 
mistake not admit what 
don’t know. think most people 
will sense whether they are being 
handled with professionalism and 
integrity, and react accordingly. 

Once ordered, name (if 
manageable) number, the 
unopened bottle should pre- 
sented for your confirmation. 
Having the bottle opened the 
table ensures that the contents are 
labeled and prevents errors 
costly the waiter the man- 
agement the bottle wrong. 
Ordering early will allow plenty 
time for errors corrected 
and for the wine prepared 
for serving. White wines and 
but should not served ice-cold 
lest the bouquet and flavors 
numbed. (You may wish re- 
move the wine from the ice after 
while.) Red wines are best served 
close cool room temperature 
(they are virtually tasteless 
cold). deplore, unsuccessfully, 
the insistence many Italian res- 
taurants deeply chilling red 
wines. partial exception 
young, very fruity red like Beau- 
jolais, which may benefit from 
slight cooling (20 minutes the 
refrigerator). 

Red wines age and size (that 
is, not wines) need de- 
canting which means they are 
poured from the bottle into de- 
canter before serving leave be- 
hind the sediment. Decanting also 
aerates the wine, allowing 
stretch out its tight confine- 
ment and develop aroma and 
vor. Paradoxically, very old 
wines, which will have the most 
sediment, should not opened 
and aired long, else you may 
miss their evanescent virtues, 
while the sturdy young will de- 
velop with longer exposure. The 
nice baskets that cradle the bottle 
one real use hold the 
ways, proper. With advance 
notice, obviously rarely possible 
outside your home, easier 
stand the bottle several hours 
before the meal the sediment 
will settle the bottom and will 
effectively aerated.

Don’t bother taste, unless you 
sprinkle your salad. Young 
white wines may smell sulfur, 
which used preservative, 
and older wines may have mus- 
odor when first opened. These 
will usually clear after few min- 
utes.

The “good taste” chauvinism

last week, had managed 
pass entire year this city without 
seeing Boston? and yet lived. 
course was probably the only am- 
bulatory adult Boston who had stayed 
away: since Where’s Boston? opened 
the Prudential Center June 25, 1975, 
more than 1,250,000 people have walked 
through the turnstiles (no doubt many 
have gone more than once). Originally in- 
tended its backer, Prudential Insur- 
ance, and its designer, Cambridge Seven 
Associates, run months (until the 
end the Bicentennial), now has run 
almost months and there’s end 
sight. Cambridge Seven, architectural 
firm specializing public exhibits, has 
recently assumed control the show 
from Prudential and would like take 
out its temporary home the Pruden- 
tial Center (the shell structure expen- 
sive maintain) and find home for 
elsewhere the city. When and they 
move the show, they may also bring 
date (including Quincy Market and all 
that). Whatever its fate, Where’s Boston 
has played important role the city’s 
after seeing it, both artifact and 
institution, technological triumph and 
set assumptions. Perhaps, then, 
time approach critically and ask 
whether it’s chamber-of-commerce 
whitewash something more. 

first reaction while watching was 
that the technology was being used with 
infinitely greater sensitivity 
than past mixed-media events. Rusty 
Russell, the media whiz who put togeth- 
your mind with tricks he’s used the 
past for The New York Experience, such 
screeching music, bodies dropping 
from the ceiling, fake fog-banks, etc. The 
techniques are relatively simple, the 
mood rather soothing. There mov- 
ing footage, lasers just sound 
(voices and music) and slides. Although 
holding roughly slides 
apiece send series total 3100 images 
onto the eight screens during the 
55-minute length, you seldom feel 
whelmed with visual information. 
There’s enough time see everything

lent). Sometimes you are forced 
the images vertical horizontal com- 
binations, sometimes random, yet 
never jerked from one place an- 
other.

the screens. Where’s Boston? exer- 
cise technology but strikingly hu- 
mane one; the show held together not 
the usual bland central narrator set- 
ting straight every subject under 
the sun but idiosyncratic voices 
dozens ordinary citizens commenting 
their city, praising, complaining, beat- 


ing their own drums, etc. The occasional 


sounds exasperation, boastfulness 
absurdity are marvelously bracing; 
times you feel lively party 
which the opinions fly even before 
you can discover who said them. 


Divided into sections emphasizing 
such cultural signs neighborhood ar- 
chitecture and.customs, food, worship, 
the performing arts, learning, and on, 
the show essentially depicts Boston 
good place live; there’s virtually noth- 
ing, for instance, about what may the 
most important subject all how 
people earn their living, the nature 
their work. The show framed the 
Boston Marathon kind quintes- 
sential local experience: competi- 
tive event, one which people mainly 
compete with themselves effort 
finish the race better than last time. 
According Where’s then, our 
city not grubby marketplace but 
arena spiritual striving, 
ground for integrity.

the first domestic releases Brit- 
ish bands, Jam’s the City

myth. The show includes everything 
from percussion solos African instru- 
ments and readings early Fletcher Hen- 
derson and Duke Ellington arrange- 
ments the freest, most cacophonous 
saxophone barrages. The admittedly 
black-nationalist vision part tribal rit- 
ual, part tent show, part utopian future, 
timeless its stress both ancient 
Egyptian lore and the cosmos, and 
removed can from the white Ameri- 
can culture which was created.

Take the 
case Roy Brown. the late was 
the most influential blues singer his 
generation and the number vocalists 
who copied borrowed from his style 
overwhelming: Bobby Bland, Junior 
Parker, B.B. King, Little Richard, Jackie 
Wilson, James Brown and Elvis. Brown, 
however began his career crooning 
pop songs and Sea 
Island and winning amateur 
with his Bing Crosby imita- 
tions. Though native New Orleans, 
Brown insists that was years old be- 
fore learned his first blues and that 
was urbane Billy Eckstine hit 
forced upon him the 
patrons club Shreveport, Louisi- 
ana. But within year this experience, 
Brown wrote “Good Rockin’ Tonight,” 
which not the first rock ‘n’ roll song 
case can made) was such hedonistic 
revel that became the signature song for 
entire genre (late early R&B) 
the perfect vehicle for 
youthful Elvis Presley. 

What distinguished Brown from his 
predecessors (Wynonie Harris, Big Joe 
Turner al.) was the nuance and 
subtlety his blues singing. While 
true that Turner and Harris performed 
era when the microphone was barely 
adequate aid competition with ten- 
12-piece horn section, Brown was more 
than just the product technological 


advancement. Turner and Harris were 
blues shouters who favored lusty but 
metrical delivery that always distanced 
them from the song.

his songs with frightening intensity and 
one his biggest hits, Brown alternated 
between falsetto bursts, hiccup-like cries 
and subdued muffled sobs create 
sense absolute despair.
